Prelude to 'Revolt1 


It took the dramatic impact of 


Senator Barkley's speech on the 


f tax ..bill .veto to' make most of us 


realize how wide an arc the pen- 
dulum of congressional sentiment 
has traveled through during the 
present administration. 


Ten years ago a congressman 


could run for re-election on his re 
cord of undeviating support of the 
President's 
legislative 
program 


and 
be practically 
assured 
of 


another term. The country was 
in a mess and the voters were per- 
fectly willing to let the Presiden' 
get them 
out of it, without 
toe 


much worry over the constitutional 
three-way division of authority. 


• There 
was 
no significant 
de- 


fection in Congress until the "court 
packing" bill of 1937. That flurry 
of opposition subsided, but never 
quite to the former level of ac- 
quiescent 
support. Voters began 


sending an increasingly substantial 
minority of Republicans to Con- 
gress, especially to the House. And 
congressional independence has in- 
creased 
as the war 
progresses, 


even though the necessities of war 
foster 
an authoritarian, 
centra- 


lized govenment. 


The recent causes that contribut- 


ed to the climax of Feb. 23 are 
numerous, varied 
and generally 


familiar.

Japs Fall Back 
on 500-Mile 
Front in Burma 


New Delhi, India, Feb. 28 — (A*)— 


Allied pressure through the jungles 
of Burma has pushed the Japanese 
back on nearly all the fronts scat- 
tered along 500 miles from Akyab 
to the Hukawng valley in the north, 
a southeast Asia communique re- 
ported today. 


African troops thrust deeper 
to 


the south from Kayukaw, 50 miles 
north of Akyab, after seizing that 
point outflanking Buthcdaung to the 
west, but were meeting with in- 
creasing enemy resistance. 


Five 
hundred 
Japanese 
have 


been killed in clearing the Ngak- 
ycdauk pass, the communique said. 


To the north in the Chin Hills 


British troops captured 
positions 


in the main Japanese 
defensive 


system, the communique said, but 
were 
forced 
to withdraw from 


some of them when the Japanese 
counterattacked in force.

Labor Bargain 
Act Upheld by 
Supreme Court 


—Washington 


Washington, Feb. 28 —</P)— The 


supreme court ruled today that an 
employer is required by the nation- 
al labor relations act to bargain 
collectively with a union, 
regard- 


less of contracts reached with in- 
dividual employes. 


Justice Jackson delivered the 8-1 


decision which upheld 
the 
main 


provisions of a labor board order 
directing the J. I. Case Company, 
o£ Rock Island, 111., to bargain with 
the International Union, Automo- 
bile, Aircraft 
Agricultural 
Im- 


plement 
Workers 
of 
America 


(CIO). Justice Robert favored re- 
versal, but did not write a dissent- 
ing opinion. 


The majority opinion said it was 


"the very purpose" of the NLRB 
law to supercede the terms of sep- 
arate agreements with those which 
"reflect the strength and bargain- 
ing power and serve the welfare 
of the group. 


"It's benefits and advantages are 


open to every employee of the rep- 
resented unit, what ever the type 
or terms of this pre-existing con- 
tract of employment," the opinion 
asserted. 


"We arc not called upon to say," 


the court added, "that under no cir- 
cumstances can an individual en- 
force an agreement more advan- 
tageous than a 
collective 
agree- 


ment, but we find the mere possi- 
bility that such agreements might 
be made, no ground for holding 
generally that individual contracts 
may survive or surmount collec- 
tive ones." 


The court ordered the decree of 


the 7lh circuit court of appeals to 
be modified so that the company 
"cease giving effect to individual 
contracts to forestall collective bar- 
gaining or deter self-organization."

644 German 
Fighters Shot 
Down in Week 


London, Feb. 28 (/P).— Destruc- 


tion of at least 644 German fighter 
planes in last week's aerial attacks 
on Nazi industry cut Miller's avail- 
able aircraft almost to the point 
where he must soon depend chiefly 
on new output from his badly-bat- 
tered production centers, it 
was 


estimated unofficially today. 


But whether Hitler could expect 


much help there was a big ques- 
tion. The weight of at least 18,000 
tons of bombs dropped in 13 mas- 
sive raids in this unprecedented of- 
fensive indicated that a large per- 
centage of Nazi plane productive 
capacity was wiped out. • 


At least 15 major aircraft produc- 


tion centers were attacked in the 
week-long bombing drive. 


A recapltulalion of official com 


muniques shows thai five U. S. 
Eighth Air Force operations during 
the week accounted for 439 of the 
644 German planes destroyed.

Sharp Cuts in 
Point Values of 
Pork, Beef Soon 


—Washington 


Washington, Feb. 29 —(/P)—Sharp 


reductions in the ration point Val- 
ues of pork and many beef cuts 
will go into effect Sunday. 


But the ration values of 
veal, 


lamb, mutton, butter, cheese lard 
and all other fats and dairy prod- 
ucts 
will 
remain 
unchanged 


through March, the Office of Price 
Administration said today in 
an- 


nouncing the revision. 


Only the values of spare ribs are 


unaffected in a general, reduction 
of pork points. The cuts range from 
one to three points, bringing 
the 


average ration vnluc of pork down 
to 1.7 points a pound. Beef cuts 
used for roasts, rib steaks 
and 


slews are also reduced. 


The point value of canned and 


ready-to-eat beef and pork items 
are reduced from 1 lo 4 points, 
while many variety meats and 
some types of sausage also are de- 
creased in ration cost. 


The reductions came as a sur- 


prise since the OPA had indicated 
that point values would be boost- 
ed steadily during the next 
few 


months. 
f Marketing of more live- 


stock than .had been anticipated 
was given as the principal reason 
for the reduction. 


"The lower meat point 
values 


also make^fuU allowance to 
the 


housewife,", said Price Administra- 
tor IChesteijr"' Bowles, "for the' fact 
tHat with ration stamps now to be 
worth ten points each, she gets one 
red. point" a,week less to spend

be pork — in fact, pork will make 
up more than half of the months 
total meat supply." 


Bowles said the amount of pork 


which will be produced during the 
first two or three weeks of March 
"may be at record-breaking levels 
for this time of year." 


"In Ihe case of beef, loo, we ex- 


pect to have somewhat more 
in 


March 
than 
during February," 


Bowles said, "Beef is, of course, 
much less plentiful than pork, but 
the small anticipated increase en- 
ables us to reduce point values on 
some cuts." 


The over-all average ration value 


of meat in March will be 4.2 points 
a pound as compared with an aver- 
age of approximately 5 points in 
February. 


The new point value chart lists 


more popular bacon cuts at 
one 


point a pound, down two and three 
points from February. Canadian 
bacon is reduced four points, from 
nine lo five points a pound. 


Most pork roasts are cul 
l\vo 


poinls, with loi roasts, for cxam- 
le, being listed at three poinls a 
pound, down two. Mosl pork steaks 
and chops arc reduced two poinls, 
while knuckles, jowls, and 
plales 


are given a zero rating. 


Among the beef cuts, both 
the 


(en-inch and 
the 
seven-inch 
rib 


roasls are reduced one point, being 
lisled at six and seven poinls, re- 
spectively. Chuck roasts are 
re- 


duced one point and all beef cuts 
generally used for making stews, 
with Ihe exception of boneless heel 
of round, are reduced one to Uvo 
poinls. 


For many canned meals, values 


are cut two points a pound. Deviled 
ham and tongue, for example, will 
cosl four poinls as' againsl six al 
present.

Vanilla Extracts 
Cannot Be Sold

500,000 tons of merchant shipping. 


"That they are growing short of 


cargo and transport vessels," Knox 
continued, "is very apparent in the 
way they are handling operations. 
We have had very good luck in get- 
ting a considerable number of Jap- 
anese tankers." 


He said lhat American subma- 


rine losses for the whole period of 
the war have 
been 
surprisingly 


small. The Japanese technique of
